India Rich in Cotton.
W. E. Curtis in Chicago Record-Herald,

Bombay, Feb. 2, —The docks ol
Bombay are the finest in Asin,
and when the extensions now in
progress are earrted oul tew cilies
in Kurope can surpass them.
They are planned lor a century
in advance.  The people ol Bom-
buy are not boastfui. but they are
confident ol the growth ot their
city and its commerce,

Attached to the docks is a story
ol integrity and fidelity worth
telling. In 1735 the municipal
authorities of the young city an
ticipating commercial prosperity,
decided to improve their harbor
and build piers tor the accommo-

dation of vessels, but nobody
around the place had experience
in such matters, and a commis-

slon was sent off 10 other eities ol
India to find a man to take charge.
The commission was very much
pleased with the appearance and
ability of Lowji Naushirwanji,
the Parsee foreman of the harbor
al the neighboring town of Surat,
and fried to coax him away by
making a very lucrative offer, in
advance of the pay he was then
receiving He was too loyal and
honest to accept it, and read the
commission a lecture on business
integrity which greatly impressed
them. When they returned fo
Bombay and related their expe
rience, the municipal authorities
communicated with those of Sural
and inclosed an invitation to Nau-
shirwanji to come down and build
a dock for Bombay. The offer
was so advantageous that his em
ployers advised him (o accept it.
He did so, and from that day to
this a man of his name, and one
of his descendants, has been su-
perintendent of the docks of this
city. The office has practically
become hereditary in the family.

The largest export from Bom-
bay is cotton. Next tothe United
States, India is the largeat cotton
producing country ol the world,
and, with the exception of al-
veston and New Orleans,the Bom-
bayers claim (o have the larges!
cotton market in the wnﬁll. The
ehipments have never reached
§50,000,000 a year, but have got
very near that point.

Every large state in southern
India produces cotton, but Bom
bay and Berar are the principal
producers. The area for the whole
of India in 1902-3 was 14,250,000
acres, but this has been often ex
ceeded. In 1893-4 the area plant
ed was nearly 15,000,000. The
average is about 14,000,000 acres.
Uotton. is usually grown in con-
Junction with some other crop,
and in certain portions of India
two crops a year are grown on
the same soil,

ORIGIN OF FIRES.

All Fires to be Investigated by
Fire Chiets or Other Officers
—A Record to be Kept.

Comptroller General Jones is
preparing to enforce the fire in-
surance pill and is now preparing
the necessary blanks for one,
Thne law requires that thie report
be made out for every fire, and
promptly forwarded to the comp.
troller general at Columbia, and
un additional report made of each
invest.gation, where incendiar-
ism is suspected. Where a fire
occurswithin an incorporated city
or town, the chief of fire depart-
ment or police, or where there 18
no chief fire departments or chief
of police, must make the investi
gation and report, and where out-
side of an incorporated city or
town 1t must be dove by the sher-
il of the county.

The blanks used require the
date of the fire, its location, own-
er of property, occupants, origin,
amount of insurance, whether
covered by mortgage or not, ete.

The law also requires that in.
vestigation be begun within three
days not including the Lord’s
day,of oceurrence of such fire and
the comptroller generl or his de-
puty shall have the right to su-
pervise and direct such invyesti-
gation whenever he deems it ex
pedient or necessary.

The officer making investiga-
tion shall further notify said
comptroller general or his depu-
ty, and shall within one week of
the occurrence of fire furnish to
the said comptroller general or
his deputy a written statement
of all the facts to the cause and
origin of the fire, value and own-
ership of the property destroyed
and such other information as
may be called for by the blanks
provided by the.said comptroller
general. The comptroller gener-
al shall keep in his office statis-
tics and circumstances, including
the origin of the fire which may
be determined by the investiga
tion, provided for by the act.
Such record shall at all times be
open to public inspection. Any
officer who neglects or refuses to
comply with any of the require-
ments of this act, ehall be pun.

ished by a fine of not less than
$25 00 nor more than $100.00.

The comptroller is also send-
ing out blank reports for the 700
insurance companies doing buai-
nees in this state.—Columbia
Record.

Russians Leave 'Their Country.

New York, March 11.—Of the
2,065 steerage passengers brought
here by the steamship (Graf Wal-
dersee and landed at Ellis igland
today fully one thousand and
eight hundred are Russians, many
of them it is said, being refugees
who fled to escape possible army
service against Japan.

Admissions of Mormon President
Were Damaging to Defense.

Washington, March 8.—After
five days’ examination and cross
examination on the witness stand,
President Joseph Smith, the head
of the Mormon church, has at
last concluded his testimony in
the Smoot case.

He was the first witness called
by committee on
privileges, and he has been an
interesting one from the stand-
the devout Mormon.
President Smith’s testimony as
to the beliets and practices of the
church has been missionary work
of a high order, and calculated to
spread belore the worid in the
most public way the tenets of the
taith.

But it has been demonstrated
that the nhead of the Mormon
church can make revelations, as
well as derive them, and some ol
thoee he has given the committee
have not been of u character to
help Reed Smoot in his fight to
hold his geat in the senate.

Smith’s admission that he and
his associates have been cohabit-
ing with plural wives since the
law of 1890, which made such
actions unlawful, makes the ma-
Jority of Smoot’s immediate asso-
ciates 1n the church criminals.

Smith also testified that Smoot,
belore he became a candidate for
the senate, had to get the con-
sent of these “criminals.”” This
is taken by the prosecution to

Kennedy ia still a Mormon, Ask-
ed why she had separated from
Mr. Johnson, Mrs. Kennedy said
she was not treated right. Mrs,
Kennedy said she had received
no form of marriage certificate,
She did not know whether or not
her first husband was living.

PORT ARTHUR

Got Its Name From a Young
Officer ot British Navy.

The greatest stronghold in the
far east, originally a Obinese port,
afterwards eaplured by Japan,
witheld from her by the powers
and finally seized by Russia, bears
an Koglish name, and thereby
hangs a tale. The port was or
iginally Lu Shun Kow, and was
up till 1860, a refnge of piratex,
from which they sallied forth to
hara-s the Chinese coast. In
that year Lieutenant William
Arthur, of the British navy, in
command of the Algerine, did
what was considered a risky thing,
He ran his vessel into the chan
nel, then unknown to and unap
preciated by modern navigation
He tound the harbor to be one ol
the finest in the east, and made
a chart of it which came into un
iversal use. China, with the
aid of French engineers, eventu-
ally built a great fortress there,
which was considered impregna
ble, but which the Japanese cap-
tured in 1892. But ever since
1860, Lu Shun Kow has borne
the name of the young English
naval officer who first navigated
and charted its harbors, and we
know it today as Port Arthur.
